Robert Hudgins of Rich- 
mond, grand dragon of the 
state klan, said LeBlanc was ' 
willing to testify concerning 
the firearms case. 

‘The U. S. attorney asked . 
two questions about Elliot,” ^ 
said Hudgins, “and then he " 
started asking questions about . 
the klan.” 

Hudgins said this incident,-, 
was one of several on the part 
of U. S. attorneys and the FBI ' 
to harass the klan. , 

Jack Bellamy, who accompa- - 
nied Hudgins, said he lost his 
job as a Richmond policeman ' 
because of FBI pressure.
